A city police officer who 
was convicted of assault in 
July has been named the 
best of the best.

With only a short time left 
until Kevin Taft steps 
down as Alberta’s Liberal 
leader, the Edmonton- 
Calder MLA was able to 
steer wrestle his fellow 
provincial politicians one 
hoof closer to making 
rodeo an official Alberta 
sport. 

“I’m delighted to see 
the motion pass with sup¬ 
port from members of the 
Legislative Assembly,” 
said Taft in a release 
about his private mem¬ 
bers bill, passed Monday 
in the Legislature. 

“Whether it is the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede, the Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo in Ed¬ 
monton, the Ponolca 
Stampede or the Thorn- 
hild Rodeo, Albertans 
from across the province 
clearly love rodeo.” 

Alberta Culture Minis¬ 
ter Lindsay Blackett said 
Taft’s bill won’t become 
law because it’s too big of 
a step for a government 
that is dealing with “more 


important issues.” 

“I’ve got a lot more 
pressing concerns than 
making rodeo an official 
sport,” said Blackett dur¬ 
ing a phone interview 
with Metro. 

Tove Reece, a director 
with an Ed¬ 
monton- 
based ani¬ 
mal rights 
group, says 
Taft’s new 
bill is “a gi¬ 
ant step 
backwards” 
Kevin for Alberta 

Taft when it 

comes to re¬ 
specting the safety of ani¬ 
mals. 

“Make no mistake, 
these animals are tor¬ 
tured,” said Reece with 
Voice for Animals. “To 
have that kind of specta¬ 
cle or entertainment be¬ 
ing called a sport, I think 
first of all is a joke. 

“To have it the official, 
so-called sport of Alberta, 
I think is embarrassing.” 

Taft says the sport epito¬ 
mizes Alberta’s western 
heritage, along with giv¬ 


ing the province a chance 
to highlight its cowboy 
culture to the rest of the 
world. 

“No other sport carries 
such a deep connection to 
our province’s land and 
wildlife, and that connec¬

Defence depicts slain teen

A medical examiner ruled

As lawyer Peter Royal 
continued to cross-exam¬ 
ine Joshua Hunt’s mother 


in the sec¬ 
ond day of a 
trial into his 
death, he 
questioned 
her on 
whether she 
was aware 
the 16-year- 
old had 

problems 
with drugs, crime and alco¬ 
hol. 

Witnesses also claim 
Hunt was known to cany 


around a knife, said the de¬ 
fence lawyer in his cross-ex¬ 
amination. 

Julie Anne Hunt said she 
was never aware her son 
had any problems related to 
substance abuse and crime, 
but added he was known 
for his outbursts. 

“I knew he had prob¬ 
lems,” said Hunt’s mother. 
“I don’t believe he would 
carry a knife with him.” 

A 19-year-old man has 
been charged with murder 


in Hunt’s death, but he 
can’t be named as he was 
17 at the time of the al¬ 
leged crime. He pleaded 
not guilty to one count of 
second-degree murder and 
two counts of assault. 

The Crown alleges the 
youth stabbed Hunt in the 
heart after a fight in the 
home of the accused dur¬ 
ing a party. 

The trial is expected to 
last 20 days, with files from 
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Economic crisis brings 'new faces’ to food bank 


There are many new faces 
showing up at Edmonton’s 
food bank, thanks to the 
global economic meltdown, 
says the charity’s executive 
director in wake of a nation¬ 
al report that shows more 
Canadians than ever before 
are using food banks. 

Marjorie Bencz says an 


official tally isn’t available 
since the markets tanked 
last month, but she says 
staff are beginning to no¬ 
tice “new faces” as compa¬ 
nies lay off staff and reduce 
work hours. 

“Within the last few 
weeks, we are seeing some 
of the pressure just starting 


to happen,” said Bencz. 

Bencz also says staff are 
“cautiously optimistic” that 
they will see food filling up 
the shelves as fast as it has in 
the past with its annual 
Christmas drives. 

The working poor are us¬ 
ing food banks across the 
country more than ever, 


said a report released yes¬ 
terday. 

Homeward Trust Edmon¬ 
ton also said in a report that 
more than 3,000 homeless 
people are living on city 
streets this year, an 18 per 
cent jump than what the 
group counted in 2006.

CF is 
the most common fatal ge¬ 
netic disease affecting young 
Canadians and doesn’t dis¬ 
criminate among gender or 
skin colour, said Morrison.

Man sentenced to life 
for raping daughters

A British man was 
sentenced to life in prison 
yesterday for repeatedly 
raping his two daughters 
over a 25-year period, fa¬ 
thering seven children by 
them during years of vio¬ 
lence and abuse. 

A court in Sheffield, 
northern England, heard 
that the 56-year-old took 
pleasure in the harm he 
did to his daughters, 
whom he began abusing at 
the age of eight, threaten¬ 
ing them with violence if 
they refused to have sex 
with him, Britain’s Press 
Association reported. 

The violence, abuse and 
incest — the man made his 
daughters pregnant a total 
of 19 times — recall the 
case of Josef Fritzl, the Aus¬ 
trian rapist who kept his 


daughter locked in a dun¬ 
geon for 24 years, father¬ 
ing seven children by her. 

“When either one of his 
victims tried to end the 
sexual abuse, he threat¬ 
ened to kill them and their 
children, and when they 
threatened to tell police, 
he said they would not be 
believed,” lawyer Nicholas 
Campbell told the court. 

The convicted man’s son 
described him as having a 
“Jekyll and Hyde” person¬ 
ality that could turn to 
anger in a split second. 

The court heard that the 


father would hold his 
younger daughter’s face 
close to a fire, singeing her 
eyes, if she refused to do 
what he told her to, and at 
other times he held a knife 
to her throat, threatening 
to kill her. 

“The victims were too 
frightened to tell anyone, 
even their mother,” Camp¬ 
bell said. “The defendant 
played Russian roulette as 
to whether there would be 
complications in the preg¬ 
nancies and with the 
health of his daughters.”

Reserve unveiled an $800 
billion US plan yesterday to 
buy mortgage-related debt 
and back consumer loans 
as it tries to revive the U.S.

As the Fed announced its 
move, the United States 
posted the sharpest fall in 
gross domestic product 
since 2001, likely joining 
Europe in recession, while 
China’s economy is now ex¬ 
pected to grow next year at 
the slowest pace since 1990.

Obama plans to hack 
billions from spending 


debt President-elect Barack 
Obama vowed yesterday to 
cut billions of dollars from 
wasteful government pro¬ 
grams as he sought to reas¬ 
sure Americans anxious 
about a growing mountain 
of debt and a faltering 
economy. 

Obama held a second 
news conference in Chica¬ 
go in two days, and 
planned a third for today, 
seeking to calm see-sawing 
financial markets looking 
for signs that his incoming 
administration has a viable 
plan to tackle the worst 
economic crisis in decades. 

He was expected to move 
away from the economy by 
early next week and 
announce some na¬ 
tional security 
choices. They were 
reported to include 
making Sen. Hillary 
Clinton secretary of 
state and asking cur¬ 
rent Defense Secre 
tary Robert Gates 
to continue 
his post. 

In his 
news con¬ 
ference yes¬ 
terday Oba¬ 



ma vowed to run a cost-ef¬ 
fective and efficient gov¬ 
ernment. 

“We cannot sustain a sys¬ 
tem that bleeds billions of 
taxpayer dollars on pro¬ 
grams that have outlived 
their usefulness or exist 
solely because of the power 
of a politician, lobbyist or 
interest group,” he said. 

An obvious example, 
Obama said, were reports 
of crop subsidies to farmers 
who make more than $2.5 
million per year. He did not 
say what other programs 
he was eyeing. 

Obama named Peter 
Orszag and Rob Nabors as 
the top two officials at 
the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget, 
charging them 
with examining 
federal spending 
to cut wasteful 
programs. 

Orszag immedi¬ 
ately resigned as 
head of the Con¬ 
gressional Budget Of¬ 
fice. Nabors serves as 
staff director of the 
House Appropria¬ 
tions Committee.

ter the determined com¬ 
plainant was turned down 
by the Canadian and On¬ 
tario commissions. 

But not before the heads 
of both the CHRC and its 
Ontario counterpart, Jen¬

Hall, respectively, took 
public shots at Steyn. Even 
if they reluctantly conclud¬ 
ed that they had no juris- 
diction in the

So instead of trying to 
shut down hate-filled stu¬ 
pidity wherever it rears its 
head, destroying free and 
honest expression in the 
process, Moon offers the 
following common sense 
approach: “Find ways other 
than censorship to respond 
to expression that stereo¬ 
types and defames.” Argu¬ 
ment, debate, discussion, 
dialogue: Whatever you 
want to call it, it beats the 
kind of kangaroo court jus¬ 
tice practised by human 
rights commissions. 

Now, let’s just hope 
someone doesn’t complain 
to the human rights com¬ 
mission about Richard 
Moon.

Car sales 
driven up 
1.1% despite 
downturn 

Despite troubles in the au¬ 
to industry, Canadians 
bought a lot of new cars in 
September, helping to 
push up overall retail sales 
in the month by an unex¬ 
pectedly strong 1.1 per 
cent from August. 

New car sales jumped 
2.9 per cent in value terms 
in September and the 
number of vehicles sold al¬ 
so rose. The automotive 
sector as a whole — which 
encompasses used vehicles 
and parts and gasoline — 
rose 2.2 per cent. 

Statistics Canada said 
yesterday the increase in 
retail sales was largely due 
to the first rise in new ve¬ 
hicle pur¬ 
chases since 
Januaiy. 

Car deal¬ 
ers in Cana¬ 
da forecast 
that 2008 
will be the 
second or 
third best 
year on 
record for 
new vehicle 
sales, even 
as auto 
manufacturers complain 
of plummeting U.S. sales. 

The September gain 
more than offset August’s 
0.3 per cent decline in re¬ 
tail sales and made econo¬ 
mists look excessively 
downbeat with their medi¬ 
an forecast of a 0.3 per 
cent increase. 

“All economists are eating 
some humble pie on this 
one as growth in total sales 
nearly tripled estimates, 
while growth in core sales 
ex autos quadrupled 
consensus predictions,” said 
Derek Holt, economist at 
Scotia Capital. 

The rise in car sales does 
not mean smooth sailing 
for the Canadian auto 
manufacturing industry, 
however, as about one in 
nine cars made in Canada 
is exported to the United 
States, where car sales are 
at depressed levels. 

The good news is unlike¬ 
ly to last through the 
fourth quarter as the 
impact of the global finan¬ 
cial crisis hit the Canadian 
economy in full force in 
October, as business and 
consumer spending, 
export levels and com¬ 
modity prices decline.

B2ten may have 
medal formula

If Helen Upperton’s bobsled 
had wheels, they'd have 
been spinning. 

The promising young pilot 
was stuck in a rut: fourth at 
the 2006 Turin Olympics, five 
fourth-place finishes on the 
World Cup circuit the follow¬ 
ing season. She knew her 
driving was improving, even 
if the results didn’t show it. 
She also knew she needed a 
new sled, so she committed 
herself to doing whatever it 
took to buy one. 

It turned out to be a lot eas¬ 
ier than she expected. 

That summer she hooked 
up with an outfit called 
B2ten, a group of Canadian 
businessmen who have 
pooled about $2 million to¬ 
gether to provide Olympians 
with the extras that could 
produce a medal at the 2010 
Vancouver Games — no 
strings attached. 


It’s not a blank cheque. In 
fact, the athletes don’t get 
any cash. The program pro¬ 
vides services and goods to 
complement what already 
exists and generally recruits 
athletes who are on the cusp 
of an international break¬ 
through but might be short 
of resources. “They said, ‘You 
tell us what you need and 
we’ll make sure you have it,”’ 
said world champion speed 
skater Denny Morrison, a 
B2ten member. 

Among the other 16 win¬ 
ter athletes in the program 
are Olympic moguls champi¬ 
on Jennifer Heil, Olympic 
skeleton silver medallist Jeff 
Pain, Team Canada hockey 
goaltender Kim St. Pierre, 
long-track speed skater Chris¬ 
tine Nesbitt and short-traclc 
speed skater Francois-Louis 
Tremblay. 

Upperton has been one of 
the major beneficiaries be¬ 
cause of the equipment 
needs in her sport. B2ten has 
invested more than $100,000 


in buying her a sled from the 
Monaco federation, several 
sets of steel runners, plus 
support to help her adapt to 
the new sled. The help hasn’t 
stopped there. Upperton said 
B2ten has provided mentor¬ 
ing, advice on team manage¬ 
ment and dealing with sports 
politics, access to top athletic 
trainers like Scott Livingston 
of the Montreal Canadiens, 
osteopaths, sports psycholo¬ 
gists — and a lot more. 

The donors appear to be in 
it truly to help the athletes, 
getting nothing tangible in 
return but a tax receipt. 

“There’s no quid pro quo, 
it’s not a marketing-type 
thing, our name isn’t on hel¬ 
mets or anything like that,” 
said Barry Heck, a Calgaiy 
merchant banker who heads 
up the western investors. 

But Heck said they share a 
feeling that Canada should 
be doing a lot better on the 
international stage, but is 
hurt by abysmal resources.

North American electronics, 
and making the cup-holders 
big enough for an extra-large 
double-double. 

Oh, and the door pockets 
were reshaped to fit an ice 
scraper — photos and sam¬ 
ples were sent to Japanese en¬ 
gineers not familiar with our 
quintessential winter tool.

winners Seventy-two vehi¬ 
cles have earned the Insur¬ 
ance Institute for Highway 
Safety’s Top Safety Pick 
award for 2009. This is 
more than double the 
number of 2008 recipients 
and more than three times 
the number of 2007 win¬ 
ners. Top Safety Pick recog¬ 
nizes vehicles that do the 
best job of protecting peo¬ 
ple in front, side, and rear 
crashes based on good rat¬ 
ings in Institute tests. Win¬ 
ners also have to have elec¬ 
tronic stability control 
(ESC), which research 
shows significantly re¬ 
duces crash risk. 

For the first time ever, 
winners represent every 
class of vehicle the Insti¬ 
tute tests except micro¬ 
cars. Most car, minivan, 
and SUV models, midsize 
convertibles, and small 
and large pickups are eligi¬ 
ble. Ford and its subsidiary 
Volvo have 16 winners, in¬ 
cluding the Ford F-150 
large pickup.

The 
Honda Fit with optional 
ESC is the first minicar to 
earn Top Safety Pick. 

Honda, Acura, and Sub¬ 
aru, which picked up four 
awards, are standouts for 
2009 because they have at 
least one Top Safety Pick in 
every vehicle class in 
which they compete. 

“Consumers are the 
biggest winners,” says Insti¬ 
tute president Adrian Lund. 
“No matter what kind of ve¬ 
hicle buyers may be consid¬ 
ering, now they can walk 
into just about any dealer¬ 
ship and find one that af¬ 
fords the best overall pro¬ 
tection in serious crashes.”

Nissan Cube finally coming to fans outside Japan

In the Japanese TV advert 
for the Nissan Cube, a 
Bambi-cute deer spots the 
car driving through the 
forest and rushes to throw 
herself in the road, faking 
injury so the two kind- 
hearted Cube drivers pick 
her up and put her in the 
back seat, where she 
achieves her goal — 
getting a ride in this love¬ 
able car. 

That’s the thing with the 
Cube, it’s so irresistible that 
everyone wants a ride in 
one. When the Cube first 
appeared in 1998, it blew 
car design fans away with 
its unique, boxy shape and 
its asymmetrical design. 
More than just a car it was a 
beautifully-conceived piece 
of product design, in the 
same way that the iPod is 
more than an MP3 player. 

Those bitten by the Cube 
bug have been waiting to 
buy it ever since. But, as Al¬ 
fonso Albaisa, VP of Nissan 


Design Europe, explained 
at the reveal of the third- 
generation version that is 
finally coming to the U.K., 
there were obstacles to 
overcome, including re¬ 
versing engineering to cre¬ 
ate a right-hand drive car. 

The exterior is still show¬ 
stopping despite the crowd¬ 


ed landscape for boxy cars, 
and the interior is truly the 
lounge that Albaisa intends 
you to relax in, complete 
with soft sofa-lilce seats, shag 
carpets and a large glass roof 
with a blind and a shoji 
shade that allows light 
through but cuts down heat. 

“It’s a car that doesn’t 


want to be defined as car,” 
says Albaisa. “More like an 
extra room that you could 
plug into your house.” 

The Cube arrives in the 
U.S. early 2009 (no specific 
date for Canada yet), and 
in Europe late 2009, with 
1.5-litre diesel and 1.6-litre 
gasoline powertrains. 


Hyundai ready 
for diesel power 


plant Hyundai has un¬ 
veiled details of its newest 
diesel power plant, the R- 
Engine. 

Available in two sizes, 
2.0 and 2.2-litre, the new 
engines can comfortably 
beat the power outputs of 
all comparable German 
and French competitors 
with outputs of 184 hp, 
more than most rivals’ 
V6s. 

The R-Engine benefits 
from the third generation 
common rail system with 
piezo-electric injectors to 
deliver fuel at 1800-bar for 
an unprecedented degree 
of accuracy and control. 

It also features an elec¬ 
tronic variable geometry 
turbocharger and an ad¬ 
vanced engine control unit 
(air system-based charge 
control). 

The all-aluminum R-En- 
gine is fitted with a 16- 
valve dual overhead 
camshaft which is driven 
by an internal steel silent 
timing chain. For reduced 
vibration and lower noise, 
the R gets a lower balance 
shaft which has been en-

cased in a stiffened ladder 
frame housing for in¬ 
creased rigidity. 

Weight saving features 
include serpentine belt 
with isolation pulley, a 
plastic head cover, plastic 
intake manifold and plas¬ 
tic oil filter housing. 

More than 500 prototype 
engines were built during 
the 42 month-long devel¬ 
opment period which en¬ 
compassed a wide variety 
performance and emis¬ 
sions tests, endurance as 
well as NVH, cooling and 
lubrication studies. 


Making sense of emissions

“You better hurry up or 
you’ll miss the emissions 
presentation.” 

I don’t know about you, 
but I normally would run in 
the opposite direction of 
something like that as if my 
hair was on fire. 

But the guy telling me to 
huny was Mercedes-Benz’ 
Andrew May, of the global 
communications depart¬ 
ment of Mercedes-Benz Cars 
and someone I’ve learned is 
to heed when he talks. 

Leading the discussion 
was Bill Craven, general 
manager regulatoiy affairs, 
Daimler AG. Right off the 
top, his two main points 
about cars and emissions is 
we need one set of regula¬ 
tions worldwide and clean 
gasoline with low sulphur 
content just like the new low 
sulphur diesel we now have 
at the pumps in Canada. 

Before talking about 
that, it’s prudent to look at 
who pollutes. 

Looking at just C02, 
transportation makes up 22 
per cent of the world’s 
greenhouse gases. Industiy 
accounts for 31 per cent and 
electricity production is a 
full 36 per cent. With China 
bringing on a new fossil fu¬ 
el-fired electricity plant 
eveiy eight months, here is 
a problem on a global scale 
bigger than just cars. 


But let’s get back to motor 
vehicles and Craven’s con¬ 
tention that one set of rules 
would drastically speed up 
the advent of greener cars 
and at less cost. 

Currently the U.S. has one 
set of environmental regula¬ 
tions, Europe another and 
Japan yet another. 

“The priority here is the 
achievement of clear guide¬ 
lines. Unambiguous rules of 
the game are always the ba¬ 
sic requirement necessaiy 
in order to function in a tar¬ 
geted and efficient man¬ 
ner,” Craven said. 

The good news is that we 
all know the manufacturers 
are working all out on green¬ 
er cars and trucks, and gov¬ 
ernments have started to lis¬ 
ten seriously to the carmak¬ 
ers as well as the public. 

One approach is the ZEV 
mandate in California. In 
order to sell cars in that 
state, it obliges manufac¬ 


turers to offer zero local- 
emissions vehicles making 
up 16 per cent of all the 
cars in their fleet by 2009. 

ZEVs are defined as vehi¬ 
cles that have no vehicle 
exhaust emissions whatso¬ 
ever, such as battery and 
fuel cell vehicles. 

Manufacturers may opt 
to offset a certain propor¬ 
tion of the ZEV quota. 

This can be done through 
so-called Partial Zero Emis¬ 
sions Vehicles (PZEV), which 
have to fulfill the SULEV stan¬ 
dards and the so-called zero- 
evaporation regulations. 

At the same time, a pro¬ 
portion of the ZEV quota 
may be offset through Ad¬ 
vanced Technology PZEV ve¬ 
hicles. These are PZEV vehi¬ 
cles that are equipped with 
at least certain technology 
features. These include hy¬ 
brid, natural gas or bivalent 
hydrogen combustion en¬ 
gines.

In front-drive (all-wheel- 
drive not available) power 
goes through a six-speed 
electronic automatic trans¬ 
mission with sequential 
shift mode. Fuel consump¬ 
tion is listed at 12.2L/100 
1cm city and 7.9L/100 1cm 
highway. 

The forward view is com¬ 
manding and, thankfully, 
the materials used on the 
dashboard did not cause a 
reflection on the huge 
windshield which is a ma¬ 
jor failing in many mini- 
vans of my experience in¬ 
cluding the one I currently 
own. 

The 4.0-litre has a lot of 
poke and the six-speeds 
mesh so nicely that there 
is always the right amount 
of power for conditions. 

Canada will get four 
trim levels: The base 
Trendline starting at 
$27,975; the Comfortline 
starting at $33,975; the 
Highline starting at 
$39,975 and the Execline 
(as tested here) starting at 
$49,975.

Gateway to an epic landscape 

The tiny town of Kununurra was home to the cast and crew of Australia

There’s no cinema in 
Kununurra, a pin prick on 
the map in Western 
Australia’s remote north 
west. Celluloid interludes 
in the sunbaked town are 
strictly the domain of the 
drive-inn picture theatre. 
The only red carpet is the 
region’s famous pindan 
dust. 

But the celebrity count 
was high during the film¬ 
ing of Baz Luhrmann’s Aus¬ 
tralia for five months last 
year. Locals grew accus¬ 
tomed to seeing Hugh Jack- 
man and wife Deborah-Lee 
Furness at the supermar¬ 
ket, and Keith Urban at the 
gym. Urban and wife Nicole 
Kidman shed their body¬ 
guards to wander the 
streets, lining up for coffee 
at the town’s only breaky 
joint — the Boab Bookstore 
and Cafe — like eveiyone 
else. 

While the action took 
place largely across West¬ 
ern Australia’s vast east 
Kimberley region — all 
121,189 square kilometres 
of it — sleeping and down 
time was spent in Kununur¬ 
ra, population 7,775, the re¬ 
gional hub gazetted just 60- 
odd years ago in the wake 
of the Ord River irrigation 
scheme. 


So while the melons and 
mangoes ripened for anoth¬ 
er year on the fertile flats, 
several of Kununurra’s well 
heeled residents vacated 
their riverfront properties 
to supply homes away from 
home for Australia’s A-List 
cast and crew. The main 
drag, Konlcerberry Street, 
got a new Rodeo Drive ring 
to it, as its unassuming 
shopfronts became the 
favoured haunts for the 
Kidman-Urban-Jaclcman ilk 
seeking mementos of the 
place. 

It might look like a small 
aircraft hangar from the 
footpath, for example, but 
Kimberley Fine Diamonds 
stocks some of the world’s 
rarest and most dizzyingly 
expensive diamonds from 
the nearby Argyle Diamond 
mine, including the covet¬ 
ed pink diamond. 

Proprietor Fraulce Bolten- 
Boshammer is too discreet 
to say what her famous 
clients bought (rumour has 
it that Kidman had a dia¬ 
mond ring designed, but 
failed to collect it), but vis¬ 
its were long and numer¬ 
ous. 

Bolten-Boshammer vacat¬ 
ed her own Riverfarm Road 
house for director Luhr- 
mann, who adopted it as 
his creative refuge. While 
the salt water crocodiles 
lurked a decorous distance 
from the backyard, he 


viewed the daily rushes 
each night. Come shoot’s 
end, she gifted her famous 
tenant a diamond encrust¬ 
ed 18-carat gold pendant 
fashioned into the shape of 
a boab tree. Testament to 
the optimism radiating 
from the locals, she intend¬ 
ed it as a good luck charm 
for the Oscars. 

Luhrmann’s parting gift 
to the town was a real boab 
tree, planted in the Celebri¬ 
ty Tree Park where around 
150 notables are immor¬ 
talised in bark and plaque 
on the banks of Lake Ku¬ 
nunurra. 

He told townsfolk that 
boabs — gnarly, bulbous- 
trunlced trees which can 
live for over a thousand 
years — have a spirituality 
that spoke to him. The 
trees, endemic to Western 
Australia’s Kimberley re¬ 
gion, became central to the 
film’s visual idiom. 

Luhrmann’s intention to 
make Australia a calling

card of sorts — a filmic ac¬ 
knowledgement of an ex- 
traordinaiy locale — will 
doubtless inspire a fluriy of 
pilgrimages to Kununurra 
and the wider region whose 
assets have hitherto lurked 
under a very remote 
bushel. 

Along the sleepy 60-kilo- 
metre stretch of the im¬ 
pressive Ord River, for in¬ 
stance, finding a deserted 
fishing spot with an embar¬ 
rassment of silver cobbler 
and exotic bird life is a 
cinch. The man-made Lake 
Argyle is so vast — more 
than 100 square kilometres 
— it contains its own archi¬ 
pelago and can generate 
waves up to two metres 
high. 


Kununurra artist and 
gallery owner Nadeen 
Lovell knows the beauty 
well. And the extent to 
which the film and the 
town at its nerve centre 
will remain inextricably 
linked. A regular with her 
easel at House Roof Hill, a 
much-painted scene close 
to where the film’s fictional 
homestead was built at 
Carlton Hill Station, she 
was privy to a conversation 
with set designers about 
the vegetable patch they 
were establishing there to 
give the homestead authen¬ 
ticity. Lamenting their fail¬ 
ure to make the vegetables 
grow fast enough, Lovell 
volunteered produce from 
her own garden to help 


things along. 

The next morning at 5 
a.m., a crew arrived at her 
house with a truck and a 
shovel. They left with a load 
of fully grown greens des¬ 
tined for a film set more 
than 100 kilometres away. 

Now, like many residents 
of the Kimberley, Lovell is 
awaiting the film with bat¬ 
ed breath. 

Not just to see local land¬ 
marks writ large on the big 
screen, or to ogle Kidman 
and Jackman inhabiting the 
distinctive Kimberley land¬ 
scape. She can’t wait to see 
the end of it. The closing 
credits in particular. Will 
“Lettuce by Nadeen” be the 
town’s final crowning glo¬ 
ry?

Australia long, but worth it

review There’s a lot riding 
on Australia. For starters, 
at $130 million dollars, it’s 
the most expensive Aussie 
film ever made. And while 
a rather overblown budget 
is cause enough to con¬ 
cern director Baz 
Luhrmann (Moulin Rouge), 
tourism officials are hop¬ 
ing the film will renew 
their industry as well. 

Luhrmann shouldn’t 
worry so much about that. 
If nothing else, Australia is 
a beautifully filmed study 
of a vast land that — as 
one character says — has 
“a strange power.” What 
Luhrmann should fret 
over is the drawn-out nar¬ 
rative that plays to melo¬ 
dramatic excess. 

Set during the outbreak 
of World War II, Australia 
features Nicole Kidman as 
Lady Ashley, widow of a 
mysteriously murdered 
cattle ranch owner. When 
confronted by her hus-

band’s rival with a 
takeover bid, Ashley hires 
a maverick stockman 
(Hugh Jackman) and joins 
him on a massive cattle 
drive across the outback. 

While the movie’s not 
short on romance or ad¬ 
venture (including a cattle 
stampede), this flick really 
stands apart from its con¬ 
temporaries through 
Luhrmann’s careful study 
of Australia’s heritage. 

Led by 13-year-old new¬ 
comer Brandon Walters, 
Australia sheds light on 
the Stolen Generations — 
Aboriginal children who 
were removed from their 
families and placed in 
missions. 

Walters is truly the 
backbone of this movie 
playing Nullah, a mixed- 
race child who becomes 
the surrogate son of Ash¬ 
ley. Not only does he pro¬ 
vide the film with a stir¬ 
ring breakout perform¬ 
ance, but some much- 
needed cultural depth as 
well.

women, sexy cars and exot¬ 
ic locales while blaring puls¬ 


ing techno music. 

The latest entiy in the lu¬ 
crative but critically ma¬ 
ligned franchise, simply 
called Transporter 3, once 
more pits an iron jawed, 
black belt-sporting merce- 
naiy driver Frank Martin 
against a cabal of greasy, 
well-tailored international 
baddies. 

And while the film boasts

Here, Frank finds himself 
driving a mysterious pack¬ 
age and a strung-out Ukran- 
ian party girl across Eastern 


Europe against his will. In a 
kinky plot device, Frank’s 
fate is literally tied to his 
beloved Audi. 

See, his villainous em¬ 
ployers have affixed an ex¬ 
plosive device to his wrist, 
ensuring that if he goes 50- 
feet from the machine, he’ll 
be blown to smithereens. 
When Frank curls his lip at 
this, many car-crunching 
chases and bone breaking 
martial arts battles follow 
— much of Statham’s fight¬ 
ing is shirtless.

With the Halloween 
horror season behind us, 
it’s time for Hollywood to 
start trudging out their 
odes the most commercial 
of all holidays. 

Four Christmases is the 
first release to hit screens 
and while it has plenty of 
the Yuletide carols and 
goopy sentimentality that 
we expect this time of 
year, the concept is just 
subversive enough to 
make it worth seeing. 

Sure, this is no future 
Christmas classic, but it 
will be a movie that you 
won’t angrily turn off 
when it starts airing on 
television during the holi¬ 
days. 

Vince Vaughn and 
Reese Witherspoon star 
as a professional couple 
who always avoid their 
families during Christmas 
and understandably so, 


considering that they 
both come from highly 
eccentric divorced fami¬ 
lies (that’s four dysfunc¬ 
tional visits per year). 

After the film’s worst 
plot contrivance traps 
them in the country and 
broadcasts their availabil¬ 
ity to their kin, Vaughn 
and Witherspoon embark 


on their dreaded Four 
Christmases. The movie 
is episodic by design and 
is predictably inconsis¬ 
tent depending on which 
family the couple are vis¬ 
iting. But with a stacked 
cast that includes such 
names as Robert Duvall, 
Sissy Spacelc, Mary Steen- 
burgen, and Jon Favereau, 


the hits are more plenti¬ 
ful than the misses. 

The film marks the fic¬ 
tional directorial debut of 
Seth Gordon who’s hilari¬ 
ous documentary The 
King Of Kong was proba¬ 
bly the most underappre¬ 
ciated gem of 2007. 

Gordon has a gift for 
character comedy that 
shows in this film, it’s 
just too bad that the 
rushed production didn’t 
give him a chance to iron 
out all of the problems 
with the script. For a holi¬ 
day movie that starts out 
refreshingly subversive 
and anti-family, the film 
nosedives into sentimen¬ 
tality in the closing 
scenes and ends on a very 
predictable and unsatisfy¬ 
ing note. 

However, with comedy 
leads as strong as Vaughn 
and Witherspoon along 
with a talented support¬ 
ing cast, the movie offers 
plenty of laughs before 
limping to the finish line. 
With a little more work 
this could have been an 
anti-Christmas classic 
like The Ref. 

Instead it’s little more 
than a pleasant holiday 
diversion.

3 tbsp olive oil 

1 large red onion 

1/2 lb ( 230 g) small chestnut 
mushrooms 

11/4 lb ( 56 og) beef fillet 

2 tsp (10 mL) fresh green 
peppercorns in brine 
Salt 

2 tbsp (25 mL) Dijon mustard 
11/4 cup (300 mL) sour cream 
8 small drained cocktail 
gherkins 

A small bunch of chives 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil in a 
large frying pan. Halve, peel, 
and thinly slice onion, then fry 
over a moderate heat until 
slightly softened, about 2 or 3 
minutes. 

2 . Meanwhile, clean and halve 
mushrooms and add to the 
pan. Increase heat and cook, 
stirring, for about 5 minutes, 
until softened and most liquid 
has evaporated. 

3 . While mushrooms are cook¬ 
ing, slice beef fillet very thinly, 
then cut across the grain into 
thin strips. 

4 . When mushrooms are 


cooked, put into a large bowl 
with onion and set aside. 

5 . Add 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil to the 
pan and increase heat to high. 
Add half of beef and stir-fry for 
2-3 minutes, or until very 
lightly browned, then remove. 
Heat remaining oil and cook 
rest of beef the same way. 

Return onion, mushrooms 
and first batch of beef with 
juices to the frying pan.
